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Romulus City Council To Ask 
Wayne County for Road Study

At its regular meeting held on Mon- 
day, August 10, the Romulus City Coun- 
cil resolved to ask both the Romulus and 
Taylor police departments to request a 
County road study of Ecorse Road, espe- 
cially atits intersections with Inkster Road 
and Middle Belt Road. Council also re- 
solved to ask for stricter enforcement of 
existing traffic regulations at the Ecorse- 
Inkster intersection. The primary reason 
for the request is the amount of 1-94 
freeway traffic exiting onto westbound 
Ecorse, ignoring the "no left turn at Ink- 
ster’ signs on the ramp, and attempting 
to cut across two lanes of traffic to get 
into the left-turn lane at Inkster Road. 

This is only part of the problem at the 
intersection that borders both Romulus 
and Taylor. Residents have noted a great 
increase in traffic in recent years; the 
speed limit is 50 miles per hour (mph); 
and the traffic is primarily heavy trucks 
(semis) competing with automobiles. 

__ However, the greatest hazard seems 
to be the potential lack of visibility for 
traffic from eastbound Ecorse attempt- 
ing to turn left onto northbound Inkster. 
This lack of visibility can occur when 
opposite — or westbound — Ecorse traffic 
is obstructed by a large truck (see "A" in 
diagram at right) waiting to turn left — or 
south — onto Inkster. The truck hides not 
only westbound Ecorse traffic, but also 
exiting I-94 freeway traffic that is merg- 
ing at high speed with westbound Ecorse 
(see "B"). 

The Ecorse-Inkster intersection was 
the scene of another accident on Satur- 
day, August 8. Miraculously, everyone 
survived what could have been a tragic 
incident involving a semi hauling-trailer, 
double-bottomgravel-train, andtwocars. 

The stretch of Ecorse close to Middle 
Belt was the scene of an accident a week 
earlier. A young woman was seriously 


injured when she was struck by another 
vehicle as she attempted to push her 
disabled vehicle off the road. Contribut- 
ing factors appeared to be the rain and 
lack of any lighting in this high-speed 
area. 

Residents in the area feel that there 
are periods when accidents happen every 
day. If they hear an ambulance, "It's a 
good bet that it's at the corner," they have 
said. 

Romulus police were most helpful 
when it came to trying to get information 
to presentto the City Council. Lieutenant 
Robert Brown of the Traffic Department 
wasn't able to produce the numbers re- 
quested, but was quick to agree that 
Ecorse Road and the two intersections 
were high accident areas. He added that 
the Middle Belt-Wick Road and Middle 
Belt-Eureka Road intersections were 
trouble spots, also. 

The Lieutenant offered to have his 
department concentrate on the Ecorse- 
Inkster intersection for the next week 
and see what steps need to be taken to 
cut down on the accidents. 

Taylor police said that collecting the 
data concerning accidents at the inter- 
section had to be done manually, and 
was too time-consuming. They suggested 
contacting Wayne County. 

The Wayne County Road Commis- 
sion Traffic & Safety Department could 
offer no statistics, and suggested calling 
SEMCOG (Southeast Michigan Council 
of Governments). Wayne County also 
stated that requests for studies had to go 
through the local police departments. 

When SEMCOG was contacted, the 
information officer said that the informa- 
tion was available from the State Police, 
but would cost $70 to obtain. The officer 
suggested calling the State Police, and 
confirmed thatthe issue must be brought

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Fund Raisers Will Benefit 
Romulus Woman

Two fund raisers have been planned 
for Christy Taylor, a 19-year-old Romu- 
lus native who was severely injuredin an 
automobile accident at 11:15 p.m. on 
Wednesday, July 15, 1992. 

Taylor, awaitress at Romulus' Memo- 
ries Again Lounge, was in the process of 
moving furniture to a new apartment 
when her car ran out of gas on Ecorse 
between Inkster and Middle Belt roads. 

According to Memories Again owner, 
Al Acker, as Taylor and a friend were in 
the process of pushing the car off the 
road, Taylor was struck by a passing 
pickup truck and pinned between the two 
vehicles. Both of her legs were crushed. 
Acker added that, according to police, 
the pickup's speed was estimated at 35 
miles per hour, and that no drugs or 
alcohol were involved. 

Organizing the fund raisers for Tay- 
lor will be Gina Acker, 25, who is the 
manager of Memories Again. 

Said Gina, "The first benefits will be 
two barbecues, set for Friday, August 14, 
and Saturday, August 15, from4to9p.m. 
The cost will be $10 per person, with all 
the proceeds going to the Christy Taylor 
Trust Fund that we've set up at the Na- 
tional Bank of Detroit (NBD)." 

The barbecue benefits, to be held at 
Memories Again (located at the comer of 
Ecorse and Inkster roads), will feature 
one chicken or a half-slab of ribs, a 
vegetable, a salad, and a nonalcoholic 
beverage. 

According to Gina, the second fund 
raiser will be a jamboree, slated for Sun- 
day, September 20, from noon to 2 a.m. 


There will be a $5 cover charge for this 
event, whichwillalso take place at Memo- 
ries Again. 

"During the jamboree,” continued 
Gina, "we'll have another barbecue for 
all the participants. We'll also hold a 
raffle, and the entertainment will be pro- 
vided by local club bands, which will be 
donating their time on Christy's behalf.” 

Immediately following the traffic mis- 
hap, Taylor was rushed to Wayne's An- 
napolis Hospital and, from there, was 
airlifted to AnnArbor's University of Michi- 
gan Hospital, where she is currently be- 
ing cared for in the facility's trauma unit. 

"Last Tuesday (August 4, 1992)," 
statedAcker, "Christy underwent 19 hours 
of reconstructive surgery. It was already 
her tenth operation. I'm afraid she faces 
a very long period of recovery." 

Candi Silvey, 22, a co-worker of 
Taylor's, recently talked to her. Taylor 
informed her that the doctors predict a 
period of at least one year of physical 
therapy afterall surgeries are completed. 

Said Silvey, "She emphatically told 
me, 'No way!’ and said that she'd finish 
up in six months, tops."

Romulus House Restaurant

Ifyou've gone by the Romulus House 
this week, you've no doubt noticed a lot 
of activity not usually associated with a 
restaurant. That's because, on Monday, 
August 10, brothers Samer and Basem

House — closed the business for a pro- 
jected fourdays of extensive remodeling. 


Accordingto Samer Suleiman, every- 


thing inside the restaurant (located at 
9110 South Wayne Road, at the corner 
of Wick) will be completely new when it 
reopens on Friday, August 14. 

"When we're done,” he said, "we'll 
have new chairs, tables, and carpeting. It 
will be a totally new decor." 

Previously, the dining areahadbeen 
divided into two parts by a long partition. 
By Friday, said Suleiman, the partition 
will be goneand the dining area will con- 
sist of one large room. 

"Another thing we're doing," he con- 
tinued, "is relocating the entrance from 
the north wall to the west wall. As most of 
our parking is west of the building, put- 
ting the entrance there will make it more 
convenient for our patrons." 

Suleiman, who:took over the Romu- 
lus House 11 months ago, stated that he 
has been in the restaurant business all 
his life. A few of the restaurants where he 
worked include Archie's Restaurant in 
Livonia, Dimitri's of Farmington, and the 
Redford Inn. 


“The restaurants that I've worked at 
were all considered ‘family style’,” he 
said. "That's whatwe've beendoinghere, 
too, and it's what we'll continue to do.” 
Suleiman added that the Romulus House 
willsoon offerchildren's meals starting at 
$1.99 in order to further enhance the 
restaurant's family theme. 

Suleiman further noted that, when 
he took over the business, many people 
encouraged him to change the restau- 
rant's name. 

Explained Suleiman, "| didn't do that 
because a restaurant's name is not that 
important. What counts is how good the 
food is — and, since we took over, our 
business has really picked up."

tothe County by local police departments. 

Atthe Council meeting, all members 
acknowledged their acquaintance with 
the area and agreed that hazards do 
exist. 

Councilman William Wadsworth sug- 
gested that getting the police to issue 
several more tickets would go along way 
in solving the problem; but, as Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and others pointed out, 
tickets would not solve the major part of 
the problem: namely, the accidents that 
occur when eastbound Ecorse drivers 
attempt to make legal left turns but can-

not see oncoming traffic. The Mayor 
agreed that, when you make aleft turn at 
the Ecorse-Inkster intersection, "you're 
taking your life.in your hands." 

It was suggested that left-turn-lane 
lights might rectify a large part of the 
problem. In addition, the "no left:turn at 
Inkster" regulation for merging freeway 
traffic would need to be enforced. Lower- 
ing the speed limit was also suggested. 

Councilmembers agreedto ask both 
Romulus and Taylor police departments 
for their cooperation in requesting that 
studies be.conducted, with prevention of 
further accidents and fatalities being the 
primary objective.

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Romulus Profile: Lovell Wooden, sr.

Dr. Lovell Wooden, Sr., was 21 years 
old when his life forever changed. 
Wooden, the Bishop and Overseer of 
Romulus' Beverly House of God Church, 
located at34156 Beverly Road, explained 
what happened on that hot evening in 
August 1946. 

"| was a believer in God before then, 
but it wasn't until that night, when | at- 
tended a tent service given by Evange- 
lists Hilary and Annie Webb, that | be- 
came filled with the Holy Ghost and was 
saved." 

Recently, | met with Bishop Wooden, 
67, at his church office. A49-year Romu- 
lus resident, Wooden is a large man with 
a hearty, pleasant voice, who exudes an 
enthusiasm for life not often seen these 
days. His office walls are covered with 
framed certificates and plaques attest- 
ing to his numerous awards, citations, 
and years of training. 

Wooden was dressed in grey 
work-clothes, as he is also — in addition 
to his pastoral duties — a licensed resi- 
dential builder and a member of the 
Better Business Bureau. 

Said Wooden, "I've been working 
continually for 49 years; | guess you 
couldcall me a'workaholic'. People would 
say that, every time they'd see me, I'd be 
working." 

But it's his work for the Lord that he 
loves the most, and it's that ministry in 
which Wooden devotes ‘the majority of 
his time. 

"I love being pastor here," he smiled, 
“and | love the people that | pastor. | want 
very much to motivate them to Christ. 

"But that's not all," he continued. "I 
also want to motivate them to be good 
citizens, tobe responsible, andto respect 
the laws of the land. As best as I can, | try 
to instill in the hearts of my congregation 
that everybody is somebody, and we 
should all help one another." 

In 1947, Wooden became. an or- 
dained deacon in the House of God 
Church: The following year, he said, the 
Lord called him into the ministry. 

"| didn't publicly acknowledge my 
calling until five years later. But, in the 
meantime, | found myself automatically 
ministering to the people.” 

Wooden was ordained as a minister 
in 1953 by Detroit's Urban Bible College 
— where, in 1983, he also earned his 
doctorate of divinity degree at the Col- 
lege's School of Religious Studies. 

It was in 1953 that Wooden served 
as Assistant Pastor to Bishop J.B. Scott 
at Scott's Detroit church. 

"Bishop Scott asked me to come to 
his church, and | did. While | was there, 
in addition to pastoring, | trained in lead- 
ership, finance, and as a Sunday School 
teacher and gymnasium supervisor." 

In 1959, Woodenwas able to use his 
extensive experience and training when 
he was asked to serve as pastor at 


Romulus’ Beverly House of God Church. 

Again smiling, Wooden said, "It was 
a blessing, of course, since | already 
lived in Romulus. So, | began here — but 
| also became pastor of another House 
of God Church in Detroit. 

"Forthe next 17 years, |would spend 
part of my day in Romulus and part of my 
day in Detroit.” 

Because of his obvious devotion to 
the Lord and his outstanding ability to 
minister to two churches, Wooden soon 
achieved the prestigious title of General 
Overseer and Bishop in the House of 
God Church movement. 

The fact that makes this story truly 
inspirational is that, in January 1991, 
Wooden retired from the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools after 33 years of service 
as head custodian. 

We then turnedto the various events 
and programs that Wooden presides over 
in his role as pastor of the Beverly House 
of God Church. 

"On a weekly basis," he said, "we 
have two Sunday services — one in the 
morning and one in the evening. And, of 
course, we have morning Sunday School. 

"On Thursdays, we have a noon 
prayer service, choir rehearsal at 6 p.m., 
and Bible study at 7:30 p.m. Plus, we 
provide free transportation to all our ser- 
vices and activities.” 

Wooden continued by listing annual 
events that are held atthe Church, includ- 
ing a House of God Church General As- 
sembly Meeting, a Sunday School Con- 
vention, and a Women's Day Seminar. 

Also, in the evenings during the 
months of October through June, the 
Church is used as a satellite setting for 
Bible classes sponsored by Wooden's 
alma mater, Urban Bible College. 

| asked Wooden to discuss some of 


his many accomplishments as leader of 


the Romulus church. Perhaps the most 
outstanding achievement has been his 
ability to attract worshippers to his flock. 

“When | first came to Romulus, we 
had only five members in the Church, 


Now, we're somewhere between 75 and. 


100: We've now got over.a dozen men, 
when, initially, we only had one.” 

The Bishop then related an incident 
that occurred some years ago when he 
was conducting a three-week-long tent 
revival service. One man was crying, 
said Wooden, because his wife was ill 
and was, literally, losing her mind. After 
prayers were said for her, she was com- 
pletely healed and is now successfully 
teaching school. 

Community service has always been 
an important facet in Wooden's ministry. 
Through the years, he has served on, 
and chaired, several councils and com- 
mittees whose work has been dedicated 
mainly to urban renewal. 

Also, Wooden has been active inthe 
credit-union movement in order that he 





may better assist the community infinan- 
cial matters. For three years, he served 
as the charter president of the Wayne 
County Citizen's Credit Union. 

And what about Dr. Wooden's future 
goals for his church? 

"Recently," he replied, "| completed 
a 16-week course in minister outreach 
training. With this, | hope to implement 
programs to feed the hungry, to provide 
transportation for the sick, and to estab- 
lish senior-citizen outings. Also, | would 
like to begin training our youth in crafts 
and trades so that they may become 
more employable." 

The Bishop also hopes to build a 
Christian senior-citizen building across 
the street from his church. 

Wooden feels that the Church's staff 
and trustees do exceptional work, and 
are an integral part of his ministry. 
Deborah Street serves as general secre- 
tary, Terri Johnson is Church secretary, 
and "Queen" Esther Sanders is the 
"much-more-than-capable" choir director. 

- Besides being pastor, Wooden also 
serves as chairman ofthe Church trust- 
ees. Other trustees are Lovell Wooden,

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"Summer Storm" Safety Tips 
Help Prepare for Emergencies 


By Margaret Leduc, Emergency Manage- 
ment Director, City of Romulus 

Summeris not atime to take a vaca- 
tion from preparing for emergencies. It 
can be atime of severe storms involving 
rain, hail, thunder/lightning, and/or tor- 
nadoes, and it is important to keep track 
of these possibilities. Since the summer 
is a time for outdoor picnics, boat rides, 
and fun in the sun, remember to watch 
the skies for warnings. Before leaving for 
the day, be aware of the weather fore- 
cast; thenkeep listening to radio stations 
that broadcast weather andtraffic reports 
regularly. Take radios and maps (for al- 
ternate routes) as well as your suntan 
lotion. 
Before Storms 

Keep asupply of fresh fruit and vege- 
tables, and other food that can be eaten 
without cooking. When possible, pur- 
chase surge protectors for your major 
appliances to protect them from electri- 
cal surges in lightning storms. Regularly 
check on flashlights and portable radios, 
as well as batteries for both. 
During Storms 

When storms ‘are imminent, close 
windows; remove small objects that could 
be missiles in a wind storm. As storms 
progress, follow the instructions and ad- 
vice of your local government. If you are 
advised to evacuate, do so promptly. 
Shut off yourwater, gas, and/or electricity 
before leaving home if told to do so. Use 
travel routes that are specified or recom- 
mended by local government, rather than 
trying to find shortcuts on your own. This 
is especially important during flooding, 
when certain low-lying routes may be- 
come impassable. 
After the Storm 

Listen to local radio or television 
stations forcontinuing advisories on ways 
to help yourself and your community 


recover from an emergency. Information 
will be broadcast concerning where to 
get assistance. Use extreme caution 
when entering buildings: they may have 
been damaged by the disaster. Buildings 
can collapse without warning. 

Check for leaking gas pipes in your 
home. Do this by smell only; don't use 
matches or candles. |f you smell gas: (1) 
immediately open windows and doors; 
(2) turn off the main gas valve; (3) leave 
the house; and (4) go to another location 
and notify the gas company orcall 9-1-1. 
Don't re-enter the house until you are 
told that it is safe to do so. 

If any of your electrical appliances 
are wet, call Detroit Edison or 9-1-1. 

Use only battery-powered lanterns 
or flashlights to examine your home for 
damage, as flammables may be inside 
(i.e., broken gas lines). 

Check food and water supplies be- 
fore using them. Goods that require re- 
frigeration may be spoiled if electric power 
has been off for some time. Don't eat 
fresh food that has come in contact with 
flood waters. Be sure to follow the in- 
structions of local authorities concerning 
the use of food and water supplies 

Check to see that sewage lines are 
intact before flushing toilets. 

Report damaged water, sewage, and 
gas lines to the proper authorities. 

If you must use your car, drive care- 
fully along streets and avoiddebris. Avoid 
loose, dangling, or broken wires, and 
report them to the 9-1-1 emergency line. 
Don't visit the disaster area, as you may 
hamper rescue efforts. 

Notify your insurance agent or broker 
if your property was damaged. 

Have a good summer, but don't let 
your guard down when it comes to pre- 
paring for emergencies. O

The term conjures up visions of wildly 
insane people breaking the law to jump 
off the Golden Gate Bridge. Not so, say 
enthusiasts from the American Bungee 
Company, which will be at the-Fair to 
jump all adventurous souls who dare to 
take aplunge fromthe 150-foot platform. 

American Bungee runs a safety sys- 
tem approved by the North American 
Bungee Association, and employs sev- 
eral people who have supervised over 
10,000 accident-free jumps. 

Bungee veterans say that people 
who experience nervousness when con- 
templating a jump can take one (or both) 
of two approaches to calm themselves. 
The first is to look forward to the jump, 
letting the excitement overshadow the 
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fear. The second calls for a strong will to 
jump: The jump is mental preparation; 
the body will follow. 

According to one Company repre- 
sentative, a prospective jumper, age 18 
or over, signs a disclaimer, then gets 
whisked away to the harnessing area 
where the bungee crew fits her with 
chest and waist harnesses. After the 
safety talk and double checks of the 
harnesses, cords, andconnections—the 
crew watches as the jumper steps into 
the basket and receives instructions from 
the jumpmaster. The jumpmaster makes 
one more inspection when a height of 
150 feet is reached, and then the jumper 
steps out onto the platform. She takes a 
deep breath, leaps out as far as possible, 
and feels two or three ultimate rebounds 
before she's lowered to the ground and 
into the crews arms!

RAHC Urges Thorough Sports Physicals

In order for your teenager to partici- 
pate in sports, he/she must have a physi- 
cal examination. In too many instances, 
a typical sports physical includes little 
more thancheckingto see thatthe poten- 
tial athlete can stand up, breathe, and do 
a couple of sit-ups. That, too often, puts 
the young person at serious health risk. 

The purpose ofthe sports physical is 
to protect the participating athlete. This 
cannot be accomplished by a casual 
examination with the student fully or par- 
tially dressed. 

The Medical Director of the Health 
Center, Dr. Natalia Tanner, is a strong 
proponent of athletes having: annual 
health examinations. In 1990, the Ameri- 
can Academy of Pediatrics (AAP) — an 
organization of 39,000 physicians Na- 
tionwide dedicated to the health, safety, 
and well-being of children, adolescents, 
and young adults — made recommenda- 
tions for sports-participation health 
records. The AAP indicates that a full 
physical examination should not simply 
consist of someone signing a form with- 
out obtaining a health history and per- 
forming a complete physical examina- 
tion. This complete exam should include 
a blood-pressure and heart-rate check, 
urinalysis (analyzing the urine to make 
sure that the kidneys are functioning 
properly), anda blood count (to check for 
anemia). 

After a complete sports evaluation, 
the physician makes one of four recom- 
mendations: no participation; limited par- 
ticipation; full participation; or requires 
correction of a defect or needs support 
for participation. 

The physician or health provider who 
signs the sports-participation record is 
legally liable for the student who is in- 
volved in school sports activities, intra- 
mural or extramural, so the health pro- 
vider needs to be sure that the young 
person is indeed in good physical condi- 
tion to play sports. 

The staff at the Health Center is 
available to do the sports physical for 


your potential athlete. The charge for a 
sports physical is $12; insurances and 
Medicaid are accepted. Call the Center 
to make an appointment or see your 
family doctor well before the physical 
form is due to be turned in at your child's 
school. Make sure that your athlete can 
play sports for many years to come. 

The Romulus Adolescent Health 
Centerislocatedin Romulus High School, 
9650 South Wayne Road. The Center 
serves Romulus residents — students 
and nonstudents — between the ages of 
10 and 21, and special-education stu- 
dents to age 26. Children to age five can 
receive immunizations. Blue Cross, Medi- 
caid, and private insurances are accept- 
ed. Fees are affordable and vary accord- 
ing to the patient's ability to pay. No one 
is denied services if unable to pay. Ap- 
pointments are usually necessary; some 
walk-ins are accepted. Parents must sign 
a consent form for their child to be seen 
at the Center. Call 941-1400 for appoint- 
ments or information.

Center Advisory Council meets on the 
fourth Tuesday of each month at 3 p.m. 
Meetings are held at the High School 
and are open to the public. O
